EDITORIAL COMMENT 


A Word for Rosecrans 


A 


WRITER in the New World, of Chicago, 


Captain D. F. Breinner, a veteran of the 


civil war, says of General Rosecrans: 


"It is safe to say that General Rosecrans was 


the best tactician and strategist not only in either 
army but in the army of the United States at any 
time. He was never defeated. He won the first 
battle of the war in West Virginia, and from that 
time until the end he v.ent on from success to 
success, always accomplishing that object without 
waste of life or the unnecessary infliction of dis- 
tress." 


Captain Bremner goes on to say that Rose- 


crans was hampered by the opposition of Secre- 
tary o£ War Stanton, who refused to supply the 
General with adequate forces, and that Rosecrans' 
army seemed to be filled with spies from Wash- 
ington, who distorted everything said, or criti- 
cised everything done. 


Speaking of the result at Chickamauga, Cap- 


tain Bremner cracks a couple of popular idols 
over the knuckles: 


"The result of the battle though called a vic- 


tory by the Confederates, was the gaining by 
Rosecrans of the object of his campaign—Chat- 
tanooga. This achicvment made possible Sher- 
man's march to the sea in the following year. 
Without Chattanooga that march would have 
been impossible. If it was a Confederate victory, 
it was so utterly barren as to be equivalent to de- 
feat. 
The loss in the Southern army from the 


dreadful slaughter of Chickamauga could not be 
repaired. Not a foot of ground had been gained 
nor an advantage obtained as a result of that 
slaughter. 


"The claim that Rosecrans was panic strick- 


en at Chickamaugua is amply contradicted by his 
orders of that day and the da\« following, which 
show that nothing \sas overlooked or"forgotten. 
thtf field aud elsewhere, together with, complete 
arrangements to meet the situation. 1'hcse orders 
show that nothing was ovrlopkcd or forgotten. 
During the entire campaign -hothOS$f,bfl and 
after Chickamauga, he possessed hv"the htghesf 
degree the confidence of his sulwrdinate. They, 
and particularly General Thomas. wer,e c,ver read} 
with the most loyal suppuri. 
General G^rfit-ld 


alone seems to have been self-seeking. He was 
in constant communication with Washington,over 
'the head of his commanding officer,,and after

Chickamauga forwarded such criticism and mis- 
representation of Rosecrans at that battle that 
the latter's removal followed. Garfield also per- 
mitted the impression to get abroad that 
he 


joined Thomas at Snodgrass Hill after the rout 
of the other forces. The truth is that Garfield 
was sent by Rosecrans to Thomas. 
Garfield's 


disloyalty towards Rosecrans is a stain upon his 
name, an injustice to his superior, and absolutely 
without justification. No other man in Rose- 
crans' army was guilty of like conduct. 
When 


Rosecrans was removed and Thomas was ap- 
pointed in his place, the latter's indignation was 
almost beyond control. Rosecrans said to him: 
"We are in the face of the enemy. No one but 
you can safely take my place, and for our coun- 
try's sake and for the sake of the brave men we 
command, you must do it." 


"The niistake made by the Washington au- 


thorities in failing to give Rosecrans proper sup- 
port during his campaign seem to have been real- 
ized after Chickamauga, and evejry effort was 
bent towards relieving the army there. Hooker, 
with two corps, was detached from the Army of 
the Potomac and united with the arm'y at Chatta- 
nooga. Grant was sent to take charge. From 
every point men and supplies were hurried for- 
ward to do what should have been done long be- 
fore, with a great saving of men and money. 
The Confederates had seized upon the line of 
supplies used by Rosecrans, and a new line be- 
came necessary. Just at the time Rosecrans was 
relieved from command, preparations for the 
opening of the new line were fast being com- 
pleted. 
General Rosecrans met General Grant 


on the train as he was arriving at Chattanooga. 
General Grant saxs in his Memoirs that Roic- 
crans gave some valuable information upon the 
matter. In his Memoirs Grant is ungenerous 
enough to say that the wonder is that General 
Rosecjans himself had not made us"e 6f the in- 
formation himself. 
And General Grant further 


ferjirkteji/t^cjpyi^sipn, to gain ground that he 
alone! otf his' aTrivar/hacj opened up a line of 
supplies into the beleagued city. The truth was 
that Grant merely finished the work on this line 
already begun by Rosecrans. 
An inquiry by the 


War'Department on the matter afterwards gives 
Rosec'rans full credit for the plan* by which the 
Cracker lirte was opened."
